To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  my  32nd  Annual  Report 
upon  the  School  Medical  Service  in  the  County. 

This  is  the  first  report  after  the  cessation  of  hostilities  in  Europe 
so  that  now  one  can  look  back  upon  the  past  years  and  see  in  what 
manner  the  County  of  Anglesey  was  affected. 

The  first  problem  which  confronted  the  Local  Authorities 
was  to  make  arrangements  for  dealing  with  the  large  number  of 
scholars  who  were  brought  into  the  district  from  other  areas. 
These  scholars  had  to  receive  education,  school  accommodation 
provided  and  also  Medical  inspection  and  medical  treatment  and 
in  addition  milk  rations.  It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  this 
problem  with  all  its  difficulties  was  solved  very  efficiently  and  it 
is  worthy  of  note  that  the  health  and  the  physique  of  these  children 
were  greatly  improved  by  their  stay  in  the  County  and  some 
eventually  even  surpassed  our  children  in  this  respect.  Many  of 
them  acquired  a knowledge  of  Welsh  and  even  to  speak  it  fluently. 

Another  problem  which  arose  was  that  of  housing.  This 
was  due  to  the  necessity  for  billeting  unaccompanied  children, 
for  housing  evacuated  families  and  also  due  to  the  fact  that  men 
in  the  services  stationed  in  the  County  often  made  arrangements 
for  their  families  to  live  in  the  vicinity  of  their  stations.  There 
was  overcrowding  in  many  areas  but  this  appears  to  have  had 
no  ill  effect  upon  the  general  health  of  the  community. 

The  works  carried  out  in  the  County  for  the  various  servi 
in  particular  the  Air  Ministry — were  of  special  benefit  to  numbers 
of  skilled  and  of  unskilled  workers.  Wages  were  good,  money 
was  more  plentiful,  this  resulted  in  a higher  standard  of  living. 
Home  conditions  improved  and  the , nutritional  standards  were 
higher. 

The  ultimate  finding  is  that  one  cannot  find  any  sign  ol 
deterioration  in  the  health  of  the  community  due  to  nutritional 
causes. 
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The  immunisation  and  re-immunisation  of  scholars  has  pro- 
ceeded steadily  and  the  figures  for  the  County  are  as  follows  : 

Percentage  of  Child  Population  immunised  at  31st  December, 
1944:  ages  1-5,  90.64,  ages  5-1 — 15,  93.22.  Total  95.57. 

The  Assistant  School  Medical  Officer  has  made  an  active  inves- 
tigation into  the  possible  incidence  of  tuberculosis  amongst  school 
children,  by  means  of  the  Patch  Test.  The  results  of  this 
together  with  the  X-Ray  findings  are  given  in  the  body  of  the 
report. 

T would  thank  the  Chairman  and  the  Medical  Inspection 
Committee  for  their  interest  and  support  and  would  also  express 
my  gratitude  to  the  members  of  the  staff,  the  Teachers  and  the 
Nurses  for  their  wholehearted  co-opperation  in  the  work  of  the 
School  Medical  Service.

REPORT  OF  ASSISTANT  SCHOOL  MEDICAL  OFFICER. 

Medical  Inspection  Findings. 

The  routine  examination  of  children  aged  5,  8,  and  12  re- 
spectively in  the  Elementary  Schools  along  with  those  showing  any 
defect  (or  at  the  request  of  parents  or  teachers)  was  carried  out. 
Children  in  the  physically  defective  list  were  re-examined. 

The  total  number  so  examined  amounted  to  5,162. 

Clothing  and  Footgear. 

Despite  war  conditions,  this  has  generally  been  of  fair  standard. 
The  Footwear  has  been  of  very  inferior  quality. 

Cleanliness . 

The  maintenance  of  a good  state  of  cleanliness  amongst  the 
children  is  one  of  the  main  problems  of  the  School  Nurses.  Despite 
constant  attention  on  their  part,  certain  children  are  persistently 
dirty  and  harbour  nits  and  vermin. 

Nutrition. 

My  general  impression  is  that  the  standard  of  nutrition  of 
the  children  of  Anglesey  now  is  quite  as  good,  if  not  better  than 
when  1 remember  it  20'  years  ago.  Undoubtedly  the  main  factor 
in  keeping  up  the  standard  despite  war  time  restrictions  is  due  to 
the  excellent  school  dinners  which  are  now  served  in  most  schools. 
I sampled  a number  of  meals  and  found  them  of  high  standard. 
Tribute  must  be  given  to  all  helpers  and  teachers  who  Avork  so 
hard  to  make  these  meals  a success, 
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It  is  not  possible  to  compare  the  position  to-day  with  the 
previous  years’  figures  as  my  standard  of  assessing  a scholar’s 
nutrition  differs  from  that  used  by  Dr.  Young.  It  is  ray  practice 
to  include  in  the  “A”  category  only  exceptionally  fit  scholars, 
and  borderline  cases  with  even  very  slight  subnormal  nutrition 
are  not  included  in  the  “average”  or  “B”  category. 

Halibut  Liver  Oil  Capsules  have  been  distributed  to  be  given 
by  the  teacher  with  milk  at  morning  playtime  to  certain  particularly 
weak  and  undernourished  children.  I would  suggest  that  when 
supplies  of  Halibut  Oil  are  more  easily  obtained,  that  each  pupil 
should  take  a capsule  with  their  morning  milk.  The  improve- 
ment to  the  scholar  is  in  my  opinion  very  obvious.  The  question 
of  the  distribution  of  iron  tonic  tablets  should  be  considered,  parti- 
cularly to  cases  of  slight  aneamia  of  whom  there  are  at  least  250. 

Skin  Diseases. 

Scabies  was  this  year  the  most  common  skin  disease  found 
at  Medical  Inspections.  25  cases  were  notified  to  the  District 
Medical  Officers  of  Health  and  were  either  admitted  to  the  Sick 
Bay  or  followed  up  by  the  School  Nurses.  Impetigo  continues 
to  be  fairly  frequent  and  is  treated  at  the  Minor  Ailment  Clinics. 

Nose  and  Throat. 

113  Scholars  received  treatment  for  Nose  and  Throat  defects 
during  the  year.  Scholars  are  not  referred  for  operation  until  all 
other  forms  of  treatment  have  been  tried.  It  is  my  practice  to 
refer  to  the  School  Dental  Surgeon  any  of  these  scholars  with 
defective  teeth  and  this  very  often  makes  operation  for  Tonsils 
and  Adenoids  unnecessary.' 

Vision. 

212  Scholars  were  referred  to  the  School  Ophthalmic  Surgeon 
during  the  year.  All  Scholars  for  whom  glasses  have  been  pre- 
scribed are  inspected  each  year.  I have  been  very  favourably 
impressed  by  the  excellent  way  in  which  this  branch  of  the  School 
Medical  Service  is  conducted  in  the  County.  Cases  requiring 
urgent  treatment  are  sent  to  the  School  Opthalmic  Surgeon  at  the 
C.  & A.  Infirmary,  Bangor.  One  of  these  cases  was  visited  by  the 
Assistant  School  Medical  Officer  at  the  home  and  sent  immediately 
to  Hospital.  The  boy  was  already  blind  in  one  eye  from  birth 
and  the  other  eye  had  serious  Streptococcal  infection  1 am 
pleased  to  report  he  received  Penicillin  treatment  with  very  satis- 
factory results.  No  doubt  but  for  the  prompt  action  and  modern 
treatment  the  boy  would  most  probably  have  become  permanently 
blind. 
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Heart  and  Circulation. 

Heart  murmurs  were  heard  in  about  40  cases  but  only  0 of 
these  were  organic.  These  scholars  arc  excused  physical  drill. 


Lungs. 

Asthma  and  Bronchitis  are  the  most  frequent  defects 
noted.  All  are  kept  under  observation  and  the  rare  cases  of 
suggested  lung  involvement  were  referred  to  the  Tuberculosis 
Officer,  1!)  cases  were  so  referred.  Only  l case  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  amongst  children  of  school  age  and  under  was  notified 
during  the  year.  There  were,  however,  4 cases  of  Non-Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis. 

Orthopaedic. 

Only  one  case  of  serious  Orthopaedic  condition  was  encountered, 
one  of  scoliosis.  The  boy  is  being  kept  under  observation,  as 
treatment  w^as  not  considered  beneficial  at  present.  All  cases  of 
deformity,  flat  feet,  faulty  posture,  etc.,  were  referred  to  the 
Orthopaedic  Surgeon. 

SECONDARY  SCHOOLS. 

All  the  entrants  to  these  schools  were  fully  examined  and  all 
the  remaining  pupils  reviewed  as  to  their  general  health.  If  there 
was  any  complaint,  signs  of  any  defects  or  history  of  recent  illness, 
a more  detailed  examination  was  made. 

The  findings  were  similar  to  those  mentioned  in  the  report  on 
the  Elementary  Schools.  Whilst  1 do  not  advocate  that  the  School 
Nurses  should  make  detailed  cleanliness  surveys  as  is  done  in  the 
Elementary  Schools,  at  the  same  time  in  my  opinion  periodical 
visits  are  essential. 


EVACUEES. 

The  number  of  evacuated  scholars  gradually  diminished  up 
to  August  when  a further  contingent  arrived.  They  v'ere  inspected 
at  the  School  Premises.  Physically  defective  children  were  treated 
at  the  Sick  Bays,  Llanfairpwll  and  Holyhead,  and  the  Special 
Hostel  at  Llangefni. 

DIPHTHERIA  . IMMUNISATION. 

The  woik  of  immunisation  was  continued  during  the  year — 
732  being  immunised.  During  an  epidemic  of  Diphtheria  in  the 
Llangefni  Area  all  the  scholars  received  a boosting  dose  of  A.P.T. 
Schick  Tests  were  conducted  in  6 schools  (465  scholars)  and  the 
15  positive  reactors  were  given  immunising  doses  of  A.P.T. 
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PATCH  TESTING— TUBERCULOSIS. 


Towards  the  latter  end  of  1944,  it  was  decided  to  survey 
certain  schools  in  the  County.  A supply  of  Tuberculin  Jelly  was 
obtained  from  Professor  Tytler  for  the  purpose. 

The  following  is  a copy  of  the  letter  addressed  to  the  parents 
asking  for  their  consent  : — 


Tuberculosis  Prevention. 


Tests  are  now  being  made  throughout  Wales  to  find  out 
how  many  children  are  liable  to  be  attacked  by  Tuberculosis. 

The  test  is  made  by  placing  a small  amount  of  special 
ointment  on  the  skin  and  covering  it  with  plaster.  The 
plaster  is  removed  and  from  the  colour  of  the  skin  under  the 
plaster,  it  is  possible  to  obtain  valuable  information  about 
the  child’s  health. 

I trust  that  you  will  be  glad  to  avail  yourself  of  this 
opportunity  of  adopting  this  procedure  for  safeguarding  your 
child’s  health,  and  should  be  pleased  if  you  would  signify  your 
approval  by  signing  below  and  return  this  letter  to  the  Head 
Teacher. 

Parents  will  be  advised  by  letter  from  this  Office  if  the 
result  is  not  favourable.  If  no  report  is  received  within  14 
days,  parents  can  rest  assured  that  their  child  has  passed  tin- 
test  satisfactorily. 

The  response  was  very  satisfactory  and  there  were  only  about 
a dozen  refusals  in  the  nine  schools  surveyed. 

The  Assistant  School  Medical  Officer  attended  the  School 
with  the  School  Nurse  to  apply  the  "patch"  and  they  returned  to 
read  the  test  two  days  later,  Great  interest  was  taken  in  the 
reading  and  usually  the  Medical  Practitioners  of  the  District  were 
present. 


The  scholars  with  positive  results  were  classified  according 
to  the  severity  of  the  reaction.  All  scholars  classified  “positive" 
were  referred  to  the  Tuberculosis  Officer,  Dr.  Glyn  Jones,  who 
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arranged  and  conducted  x-ray  examinations.  The  following 
Tabic  shows  the  results  obtained  : —

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  OPHTHALMIC  SURGEON. 


During  1944  I attended  twenty  Clinics  and  saw  three  hundred 
and  twenty  seven  children  in  Anglesey. 

Apart  from  a small  percentage  of  myopic  children,  a large 
majority  of  the  children  suffer  from  hypermetropia,  partly  with 
concomittant  strabismus  (convergent  squint).  It  is  regrettable 
that  we  cannot  avail  ourselves  of  the  services  of  an  orthoptist, 
as  the  number  and  proportion  of  squints  among  the  children  exam- 
ined is  such  a high  one,  and  squint  training  should  be  of  much 
value  in  most  of  these  cases. 

Operations  on  squints  could  be  arranged  only  very  infrequently 
owing  to  the  shortage  of  available  hospital  beds.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  DENTAL  SURGEON. 


During  the  past  eighteen  months,  each  school  on  the  island 
has  been  visited  for  the  purpose  of  dental  inspection  and  treatment. 

The  condition  of  those  children  who  have  regular  treatment 
each  time  the  school  is  visited,  is  encouraging,  and  their  number 
increases  each  time  slowly  but  surely,  no  doubt  the  number  of 
consents  will  increase  now  that  treatment  is  free,  and  the  consent 
forms  accordingly  simpler  for  the  parents  to  fill  in. 

The  older  pupils  are  taking  more  pride  in  their  teeth  and  are 
beginning  to  realise  that  appearance  is  a factor  which  has  a value, 
and  a definite  bearing  on  their  future  prospects,  social  and  com- 
mercial. The  objection  to  conservative  treatment  is  noticably 
less  each  year. 

The  basic  cause  of  caries  and  gingivitis  amongst  the  .children 
is  largely  a lack  of  cleanliness.  Routine  use  of  the  tooth  brush  is 
lamentably  infrequent,  and  many  households  possess  none  at  all. 
The  results  of  oral  stagnation  are  intensified  by  war  time  diet, 
and  its  various  deficiencies. 

May  I again  express  my  thanks  to  the  Heads  of  all  the  schools 
and  their  staffs  for  their  unfailing  co-operation  and  help.
